THE  REVISIONS,  having 
emerged  from  the  fire  of  a mi- 
nute senate  investigation,  must 
be  passed  section  by  section  by 
the  senators.  It  will  then  be 
opened  to  discussion  by  all  in- 
terested students,  including  stu- 
dentbody leaders  and  senators. 

The  constitutional  revision  was 
undertaken  by  the  Senate,  first, 
because  of  necessary  changes 
from  quarter  to  semester  system 
However,  as  the  Senate  delved 
into  the  constitution,  under  the 
leadership  of  freshman  class 
president  Dave  Hoopes,  various 
other  changes  were  made. 

THE  CONSTITUTION  will  be 
presented  to  the  studentbody  for 
a ratifying  vote  during  student- 
body  elections.  It  will  be  printed 
in  the  Unverisie  next  week. 

Many  of  the  proposed  changes 
are  results  of  a streamlining  at- 
tempt designed  to  simplify  the 
wording  of  the  constitution  with- 
out confusing  its  meaning. 

AMS  AND  AWS  were  granted 
more  freedom,  since  they  were 
given  the  right  to  choose  their 
own  slate  of  officials  and  desig- 
nate this  in  their  own  constitu- 
tion without  affecting  the  stu- 
dentbody constitution. 

This  movement  was  the  aim  of 
AWS  president  Judy  Moss  and 
AMS  president  Walt  Hill. 

STUDENT  politickers  will  be 
affected  by  the  constitutional 
changes,  which  added  consider- 
ably to  the  attendance  require- 
ment necessary  to  run  for  stu- 
dentbody vice  president  or  presi- 
dent. This  was  changed  from  two 
quarters  to  two  semesters  prior 
to  nomination. 

A second  change  affecting  of- 
fice-seekers was  raising  the  load 
necessary  for  graduate  students 
eligible  for  office  to  eight  hours. 
This  was  done  at  the  recommen- 
dation of  Dean  of  Students  An- 
tone  K.  Romney.

Carroll  D.  Kearns,  R-Pa.,  yesterday 
introduced  a three-part  education  program 
he  said  would  save  as  much  as  50  per  cent 
of  Kennedy’s  nearly  $6  billion  school  pack- 
age.

Kearns,  ranking  GOP  member  of  the 
House  Education  Committee,  offered  a mea- 
sure to  give  tax  deductions  up  to  $2,000  for 
each  dependent  for  college  tuition,  room 
and  board  and  other  expenses.

Link  Smoking, 
Lung  Cancer 


CHICAGO,  March  16  (UPI)— 
Two  research  specialists  from 
New  York’^s  Sloan-Kettering  In- 
stitute said  today  they  have 
found  sufficient  links  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  lung  can- 
cer to  warrant  “preventive  mea- 
sures.” 


Drs.  Ernest  L.  Wynder  and 
Emerson  Day,  writing  in  the 
“Journal”  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  said  if  the  rela- 
tionship between  lung  cancer 
and  cigarettes  has  b^n  proved, 
“removal  or  modification”  of 
smoking  is  indicated. 


THEY  CITED  30  studies 
which  they  said  provide  evidence 
that  “the  more  a person  smokes, 
the  greater  is  his  risk  of  develop- 
ing lung  cancer.”  They  said  lung 
cancer  risks  are  cut  when  smok- 
ers give  up  tobacco. 


Wynder  and  Day  discounted 
theories  that  the  relationship  be- 
tween smoking  and  lung  cancer 
could  be  attributed  to  a consti- 
tutional factor  which  makes  the 
individual  smoke  cigarettes  and 
be  susceptible  to  the  disease.

FOR  THE.  constitutional 
theory  to  be  valid,  they  said, 
such  a factor  would  have  to  vary 
according  to  sex,  nationality,  be 
more  common  in  cities,  be  absent 
among  members  of  the  Seventh 
Day  Adventist  faith,  and  have 
become  greater  in  intensity  in 
the  past  30  years.

This  sixty-foot  Sentinal  is  located  in  American  Fork  can- 
yon.

To  pre- 
vent the  pipes  from  freezing  at  the  monument  head- 
quarters, he  lets  one  pipe  run  all  winter. 

In  turn,  the  vapor  rises, 
then  settles  "and  freezes,  creating  this  huge  natural  ice 
sculpture. 


No  such  factor  has  been  pre- 
sented “which  could  account  for 
a 10-60-fold  increase  in  risk  of 
smokers  over  non-smokers  to  de- 
velop lung  cancer,”  they  said. 

However,  they  added  that  the 
“available  animal  evidence”  pro- 
vides a “rational  explanation” 
for  the  statistical  indications  of 
links  between  lung  cancer  and 
smoking.
